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Szasz: Mental illness doesn’t exist

He has black curly hair with just enough gray to make him look dis- 
tinguished, just like what he is — a psychiatrist. He's small, walks witha jaunty 
gait, and dresses colorfully He wore pale biue slacks, a black sport coat with 
big gold buttons and a cheery red tie to tell us, from the stage of the Little 
Theater, “mental iliness doesn't exist. it's just a myth!” 

Thomas S. Szasz, M_D., born in Budapest in 1920, isadoctor.a psychiatrist 
and a professor, but he has soiled his nest in each of these first two careers by 
advocating that ‘psychiatrists are not necessary There's no need to get rid of 
them, just take away their power to jock people up and write prescriptions and 
then they'll just fade away!” 

Dr. Szasz spoke on “The Myth of Psychotherapy” at the invitation of the 
Visiting Scholars Committee, and was personally asked by Dr GeorgeS. Craft 
of the History Department, who chairs the committee, to come to Sacramento 

When he took the podium, Dr. Szasz took from his shiny biue brief case 
some !onq galley proofs of the autobiography of Karl Jung. Putting on black - 


framed half glasses, so he could keep a mischievous twinkling eye on the 
audience's responses and read at the same time, he shared a childhood ex 
perience of Jung's which he felt was one of the first honest renditions of a 


mental iiiness 

Young Karl Jung, at 12, hated schoo! and when he was knocked down by a 
larger boy and hit his head on a curb, he took advantage of this accident to 
remain out of school forsix months He faked fainting spells, and some doctors 
diagnosed his ‘illness’ as epilepsy Only after hearing his pastor father relate 
he had no money to educate his young son did Jung decide he could waste no 
more time faking. Undertaking to ‘cure’ himself, he found the fainting speils 
had become a habit and expended great effort to break it 

Szasz used this anecdote from Jung's book to illustrate his view that much 
faking goes on, both on the part of the patient and the doctor Each plays the 
role he thinks ts expected of him Szasz amplified this further, saying ‘doctors 
and patients are actors and the act they perform makes them actors of human 
behavior, but still actors ” 

Szasz then referred to Jung's problems with belief in the Catholic doc- 
trine of transubstantiation. The doctrine of transubstantiation decrees thatthe 
Host taken in Communion is literally the body and blood of Christ. To think of 
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Student budget frozen at SFSU

CSUS students, bewildered by the recent budget dispute might find the 
dilemma at San Francisco State University to be a littie more frustrating 
Because of a continuing disagreement between SFSU president Paul F 
Romberg and Associated Students President Thabiti Mtambuzi. student ac- 
tivities have been brought to a virtual standstill 

The dispute centers around several cuts in the proposed $531,000 SFSU AS 
budget. Romberg objects to these cuts and refuses to approve the new budget 
without reinstatement. At the heart of the disagreement is AS’ attempt to cut 
almost all funds to Instructionally Related programs (IR) which include chiid 


care centers, interscholastic activities and an increase in aid to ethnic study 
services

Declining school enrollment 
doesn't deter teaching majors

Enroliment in the nation's colleges 
rose two and one - half per cent this 
year, from 11 million to 11.3 million, 
according to the estimates of Marie D. 
Eldridge, administrator of the 
National Center of Educational 
Statistics (NCES)

CSUS and UCD will cooperate in 
working with 90 high school! students 
in mathematics and science. The two 
schools will promote an awareness of 
career opportunities in engineering, 
the physical sciences, mathematics 


CSUS fall enrollment stands at 
20,770 as compared to last years 
20,417. This represents an increase of 
about one and seven - tenths percent 
The NCES expects this pattern of 
slowly rising enroliment at the college 
level to continue until the early 1980's 

While college enrollment is in- 
creasing the opposite is true at the 
elementary and secondary school 
levels. Elementary school enroliment 
has dropped from 33.8 million to 33.3 
mittion and high schoo! enrollment 
from 15.8 million to 15.7 million. 

More than 2.4 million elementary 
and secondary schoo! teachers will 
be engaged in classroom instruction 
this fall, a very small decrease from 
the number empioyed a year. ago. 

According to Dr. Ciarence J. 
Johnson, chairman of the department 
of teacher education, the declining

The program will include such ac- 
tivities as field trips, tutoring, career 
and academic counseling, learning 
assistance seminars, incentive

The four high schools par- 
ticipating in operation of the program 
are J.F. Kennedy, Norte Del Rio, Sac- 
ramento, and Woodland. These high 
schools were selected on the basis of 
location, significant enroliment of 
disadvantaged minority students, ex- 
isting college preparation classes, 
and an interest in the MESA program 
The Las Rios Community College will 
also participate 

Student participants are selected 
on the dasis of socio - economic 
Status, teacher and counselor 
recommendations, enroliment in ap- 
propriate courses. and individua! 
interviews. 

Principal investigators for the 
program are M. R. Ramey of UCD and 
C. Tomni of CSUS. An advisory board 
composed of representatives of UCD 
and CSUS, the community college 
district, high schoo! and local 
business and professional com- 
munity leaders, will guide MESA.

trend in elementary and secondary 
school enroliment and teacher em- 
has not discouraged 
Students from applying for their 
teaching credentials. Johnson 
commented that there has long been 
a Surpius pool of teachers but that 
there are stili opportunities for those 
with bilingual skills and for those 
interested in special education. At 
Present there are approximately 550 
Students at CSUS working for their 
basic teaching credentials. 


The NCES expects expenditures at 
all levels of education to reach $144 
billion for the 1977-78 school , as 
compared to last year's $132 billion. 

Tne NCES is a part of the 
Educational Division of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. 


Last year IR received $77,000 from AS. and this year requested almost twice 
that total. The AS government is attempting to cut the amount to just over 
$20,000 

Romberg and IR representatives sat that the program would be impossible 
to operate because they are already required by state law to pay a $20,000 
athletic insurance fee. Meanwhile athletic scholarships, child care, tutoring 
and other services would be without funds for operation 

However Mtambuzi claims that IR activities are actually academic and 
should therefore be paid for by the state 

It is the same kind of academic vs. activity dispute that led ta the delay in 
passage of the CSUS budget. However, the activities under dispute on the two 
Campuses were much different. 

At SFSU, ethnic study programs are a priority in the budget. At CSUS they 
were Criticized as being academic, and not an activity. On the Sacramento

There is a distinct possibility that CSUS students wiil be paying ten dollars 
more per semester starting next fall 

People in the Chancellor's Office who run the California State Universities 
and Colleges (CSUC). want to implement a ten dollar Instructionally Related 
Activities (IRA) fee THe :dea is only now being discussed in a committee but 
could easily develop later 

The fee would cover activities not normally considered part of the requiar 
academic program. The issue has been marked by heated debate ever since 
Governor Brown biue - penciled (vetoed) over one million dollars in IRA fun- 
ding University presidents and staff in the Chancellor's Office are convinced 
that as long as Brown ts in office there will be no increase in state support for 
IRA They have turned to the idea of an IRA fee as the last practical avenue of 
funding 

Heyman Matlock. student body president of CSUS. voted against the IRA 
fee when the Student Presidents Association (SPA) was taking a position on 
the issue last month The SPA voted 7 - 9 against the fee Some student 
presidents felt that students could not afford ten more dollars asemester CSU 
colleges are largeiy working - persons colleges and every dollar counts Other 
presidents felt the IRA fee would be the first step toward tuition Students inthe 
past have been instrumental ir: preventing the Pandora's Box of tuition from 
being opened 

There are strong arguments in favor of an IRA fee The direction of the 
CSUC system ts at stake One of the big differences between the CSUC system 
and the University of California system is money 

If the CSU colleges hope to fulfill their promise of being universities they will 
need money for more programs Everything from forensics to marching bands 
to drama productions depend on IRA funding Cultural enrichment is acrucial 
part of a university education and cultural programs are starving for funds 

The IRA fee ifimplemented. would contain many pluses for students. There 
would a $25 limit on the fee and any increases from ten dollars would require 
approval of two - thirds of the student body 

More money in IRA would free student body fees to cover programs that 
students want such as child care. legal aid, and intramural programs it would

also make the chance of University President controlling student body budgets 
less likely. since they would have money for their priorities from IRA 

The issue comes down to inexpensive education vs quality education 
Perhaps if gurarantees are given concerning a fee ceiling then an IRA fee will 
be more acceptable to students. but in any case there will be a substantial 
number of students ard student leaders who will fight anything that resembles 
tuition

News Item The US. Supreme 
Court declared today that the 
National Basketbali Association 
must respond to racial quotas by hav- 
ing a balance of 84% caucasion 
players to 16% minority players to 
equal the proper racial balance within 
society. The starting lineup must con- 
sist of at least four caucasions with 
the remaining position left open for 
other races. 

The court stated that it wanted to 
help equalize the dominance of negro 
players in recent years who, because 
of more athletic childhoods, have 
developed into more proficient 
players. 

Sound foolish? Of courss it does 
but in spite of many different and dif- 
ficult circumstances, the case against 
Alan Bakke uses this same inane 
logic 

| firmly believe that full equality 
must be obtained by all people but 
this must be achieved by bringing 
people up to current standards not by 
lowering the standards and dis- 
criminating because of skin color 
(which is what happened to Bakke). 

American ideals are based on the 
notion of duilding competence not 
rewarding incompetence. Not ad- 
mitting Bakke is confirming that we 
are no tonger relying on 
qualifications and competence as 
means of placement but regressing to 
where the problem started: showing 
preference to skin color - dis- 
crimination. 

Two wrongs do not make a right. 
Giving Alan Bakke the shaft because 


the negroes always used to get it is 


not the solution. ine way to oring 
minorities up to competitive stan- 
dards is to improve the education 
standards in elementary and secon- 
dary schools. Funda should be sup- 
plied to heip equalize the huge gap 
between the rich school districts and 
the poor ones. More college 
programs heiping talented and am- 
bitious people from depraved 


backgrounds should be im- 
plemented. 
Whatever the Bakke decision 


might be, the Supreme Court will noh 
allow it to result in a massive rollback 
of civil rights programs. | do, 
however, believe they must rectify the 
situation by making it fair for the 
black man and the white man.

Department of Heatih 
Education and Welfare (HEW) recen- 
tly issued a warning to all students. in- 
cluding those at CSUS. who have 
been negligent in repaying their 
Federal Insured Student Loan (FISL) 
If you think you're getting away with 
that, HEW hopes you think twice 

Private collection agencies will 
now be doing the bidding for the 
government. HEW has its hand full so 
the Office of Education is now taking 


Proposals from organizations with 
prior experiece in collecting con- 
sumer loans These agencies will try 
to locate defau/ted borrowers and ar- 
range a payment schedule All 
payments would be made to the Of- 
fice of Education The agency that 
successfully bids for the contract will 
aiso recommend any actions taken 
against individuals from whom they 
are unable to collect 

The contractor can only use his 
organizations salaried personnel to 
collect from defaulters and they will 
work with Office of Education per-

Now, every Sunday from 8 a.m. till 
2 p.m. through the end of the harvest 
season, Sacramento has its own 
farmer - to consumer direct market- 
piace. This certified farmers’ market 
is being jointly sponsored by the Sac- 
ramento Consumer Alliance and the 
St. Francis action Food Co - Op, both 
non - profit organizations concerned 
with lowering the consumer's food

because these are Farmers Markets in 
the true sense of the word. The crops 
sold at these markets are picked ripe 
by the farmers themselves who come 
to sell directly to the public. In order 
for the market to continue to be cer- 
tified as a certified farmers’ market by 
the local agricultural commissioner, 
produce that has been bought 


‘ wholesale and then resold is not per- 


mitted. This guarantees freshness 
and makes these markets a unique 
Opportunity for farmers and con- 
sumers to get together. 

The certified farmers’ markets are 
certified by the focal county 
agricultural commissioner in ac- 
cordance with new provisions in 
California Administrative Code, Title 
3, Article 6.5 that pertain to the direct 
marketing of fresh fruits, nuts, and 
vegetables. These new regulations 
Provide producers with exemptions 
from sizing, standard pack, con- 


marketing costs are substantially 
reduced and those savings can be 
Passed on to the consumer, 


maturity standards. Growers who 
want to take advantage of these new 
regulations for direct marketing pur- 
poses, must certify with their local 
county agricultural commissioner.

Reconsideration means AB 1091 
will come before the same committee 
at the end of the fall recess in January 

Collective bargaining is a term 
used to describe, negotiations 
between workers and management 
Wages, hours, and benefits are 
worked out between representatives 
of both parties AB 1091 allows UC 
and CSUC employees to elect an 
Organization to represent them in 
collective bargaining 

Berman introduced AB 1091 on 
March 24 and according to his 
Legislative Aid. Barbara Moore, it 
passed the Assembly with little 
trouble. When ask why 1091 failed in 
the Senate Committee, Moore said 

Its difficult to say, because the 
Senators really didn’t say much They 
felt a little uneasy about the Faculty 
Senate in the UC. system, but it 
appeared we had taken care of that ” 

Moore further indicated that she 
was surprised Rodda voted against 
AB 1091. She said that in 1975. Rodda 
successfully sponsored SB 150. a bill 
authorizing collective bargaining for 
school employees in grades K-14 
‘You would think he'd be for this bill,” 
she said 


Also, Mr. Berman talked at great 


length with Rodaa to iron out any dif- 
ficulties he might have with the bill 


_ Mr. Rodda did nto object to the bill. in 


fact he said that it was a well balanced 
piece of legislation.” according to 
Moore 

“It was Rodda that Mr Berman 
worked with in making a number of 


concessions in favor of ad 
ministration,” said Moore 

The question of stragegy ac- 
cording to Moore is difficult. “We're 
just going to have to work with 
Senator Rodda during the fall recess 
He is very important.” Not only is 
Rodda Chairman of the Education 
Committee, he is also Chairman of 
the Finance Committee It is through 
these two committees that AB 1091 
must pass before going to the Senate 
floor for a vote 

When asked if a fight is expected 
on the floor of the Upper House

During the interim session. ad- 
vocates of AB 1091 will be lobbying

Kenny Loggins and very special 
guest star Maria Muldaur will perform 
in concert on the U.C. Davis campus 
Sept. 30 at 7 and 10:30 p.m 

Loggins, mow touring as a soloist 
(he says it was always his main inten- 
tion) after six successful years and six 
gold albums, of perfoming with Jim 
Messina 

Loggin’s professional career 
began in the late 60's when after 
attending Pasadena City College as a 
music major, he began to audition his 
music to anyone who would listen. He 
was introduced to a publisner from 
ABC records and was soon signed to 
tour with the Eiectric Prunes. 

In 1965, “House at Pooh Corner” a 
song written by Loggins, as well as 
three others he had written, were 
recorded on “Uncle Charlie and His 
Dog” an album by The Nitty Gritty 
Dirt Band. “House at Pooh Corner” 
became a million copy selling single. 

In 1972 after a year and a half of 
studio work, Loggins and Messina 
released their first album “Sittin In.” 
That album as well as “Full Sail” the 
duo's third album have each earned 
platinum record awards (one million 
copies sold). Four other albums 
“Loggins and Messina,” “On Stage,” 
“Mother Lode” and “Native Sons” 
have all received gold records 
awards. (one million dollars in sales). 

Loggins has just recorded his first 
solo effort entitied “Celebrate Me 
Home.” 

Opening the Freeborn Hall show 
will be Maria Muldaur. Muldaur has

the act metaphorically is heresy. According to Szasz this is an important com- 
parison ta the problems of psychiatry, “is mental iliness in fact an illness or just 
a figure of speech? If it is a figure of speech why do we need doctors and so 
on? 

‘Neurosis is a symptom of one who has lost support in his religion,” said 
Szasz_ There is no mental illness, no insanity, only loss of religion and not be- 
ing touch with one’s self. The state of mind is an isiand, an island which always 
has been leprosy to the power,” the power being in the hands of the psychiat- 
rists and psychologists who have an opportunity to perform using people's 
minds 
According to Szasz, there are skeptics of this theory. “It is very difficult to be 
taken seriously in today’s field of mental health if you claim that it's something 
religious 

In Psychiatry,” said Szasz in a humorous aside to the audience ‘to keep 
things interesting you must give things new names periodically, so Dementia 
Praecox becomes Schizophrenia and so on.” Thus the psychiatrist can appear 
informed and modern and do his role playing better by using the new jargon 

Dr. Szasz speaks in an accented voice which, in tone and personality, is a 
pleasant combination of Henry Kissinger and Maurice Chevalier. Uuring tne 
- question period following his lecture, he was asked by an angry young man “If 
there's no mental illness, how come | had a nervous breakdown in the service?” 
Szasz responded, “breakdown suggests something broke, what broke?” In two 
minutes, Dr. Szasz was able to establish the young man had hated the marines 
and the marines had hated him. Since the marines had the most power, the 
young man suffered not a breakdown but “a conflict resulting from people not 
getting along.” Szasz handled this shouted barrage so kindly and tactfully that 
the serviceman’'s last comment was “| dig your opinion-thank you.” 

While Szasz fielded questions, he tightened the belt of those pale biue 
slacks as though his sharing, which enhanced the audience's knowledge, had 
in fact diminished his own girth. “Do you believe extra-terrestial contacts are 
being accepted now as a substitute for religion?” “Absolutely,” he said. 

“What should people with problems do?”, asked a middle-aged man. 

“| think they should use all their brains to discover what their problem really 
is and, if they want the services of a therapist, they shouid choose one as 
knowledgeably as if they were choosing a mem item for dinner. If they are 
Catholics, perhaps it should be their priest, and so on.” 

Asked “are you saying the world would be better off without psychiatrists?”, 
Dr. Szasz stated vehemently “that's putting it mildly!,” to the great delight of the 
audience. “Psychotherapy is a corrupt disgusting kind of medicalism. Maybe 
psychiatrists should be labeled as cigarettes are, psychiatry may be hazardous 
to your health!” 

Szasz writes in his book ideology and Insanity, “the people we call ‘mad’ 
have, for better or worse, taken a stand on the really significant issues of every- 
day life. in doing so they may be right or wrong, wise or stupid, saintly or sinful 
—— but at least they are not neutral. The madman does not murmur timidly that 
he does not know who he is, as the ‘neurotic’ might; instead, he asserts con- 
fidently that he is the Savior, or discoverer of a formula for world peace.” Or the 
Son of Sam! Dr. Szasz feels “no one asked Son of Sam why he did it because no 
one wants to know, it would be too horrible.” 

Dr. Szasz practices and teaches in Syracuse, New York, and has written the 
following books: The Myth of Mental iliness, Ceremonial Chemistry, ideology 
and insanity, Manufacture of Madness, Psychiatric Slavery, and the to-be- 
released-in-February The Myth of Psychotherapy. 

Thomas Szasz is an interesting speaker because his ideas are original, con- 
troversial, and respective of human freedom, but especially because he is a 
psychiatrist who speaks out against psychiatrists! He is a man who has learned 
that humor and familiarity captivate his audience; indeed, no one wanted to 
stop asking questions and leave! 





This money is paid to the Univer 'y 
Union, along with rent from ott.er 
tenants of the Union such as the 
Hornet's Nest and the Coffee House 


The Union in turn takes care of the 
maintenance and repair of the build- 
ing at acost of $187,000. In addition to 
this cost, there is also the paying off of 
the loan on the building at an annual 
rate of about $150,000. This loan is 
paid to the Board of Trustees for the 
State University system which owns 
the Union as well as nearly every 
other building on campus 


In terms of the high cost of main- 
taining a building like the Union and 
of paying off its lona, the rent for the 
ASI spaces may be quite reasonable. 
However, when the ASI kept its of- 
fices in the Food Service building 
prior to the construction of the Union, 
no rent was paid and maintenance 
costs were assumed by the Univer- 
sity. ASI, then, assumed the cost of its 
own maintenance, however ap- 
propriate they may be. all at once 


In an effort to spend tax - ap- 
propriated doilars properly, i.e., for 
academic purposes only, the Univer- 
sity no longer provides maintenance 
for the ASI. Thus, with a somewhat 
Static income (student fees having 
remained $10 a semester for over a 
decade) and rising costs due to in- 
flation, AS! must also deai with the 
rising cost of rent, a cost avoided 
before the Union was built. 


ASI may also begin paying rent for 
their space in the wing of the Food 
Service building owned by the Hornet 
Foundation. Offices for the Mornet 
newspaper and the Ink Machine may 
be charged for rent beginning next 
year, depending on decisions made 
at the next Hornet Foundation board 
meeting on Oct. 5. At present, the 
Hornet Foundation maintains these 
offices at no cost.

Art goes inner city

This is the first in a series of three 
articles on Barrio Art, and Chicanito 
Science Project. In recent years these 
programs have been allocated ASi 
funding. This year however, several 
senators have tried to find alternative 
funding for these programs. Their 
reason was to relieve pressure on the 
ASI budget. Some argued that these 
programs were not activities, and 
therefore should look for funding 
elsewhere. 


Through Art 138 — “Barrio Art 
CSUS students bring art experience 
to people of all ages within Sac- 
ramentos inner city 

Explaining the seven - year - old 
program, Jose Montoya, associate 
professor of art, said, "The idea was to 
take students from the university to 
help me facilitate experience in all 
kinds of art activities where it 
otherwise isn't readily available 
basically in the inner city.” 

Students enrolled in Art 138 
prepare lesson plans and go to com- 
munity centers two evenings a week 
There they meet with high school 
students, senior citizens and young 
children from the community and 
guide them in such activities as 
silkscreening or making pinatas 

In Spring 1977, 75 students en- 
rolled in the two sections of the Barrio 
Art class The three - unit course 
draws students from the Art 
Department, credential program, and 
those wishing general education 
Group II! credit 

Barrio Art began in 1970 as an 
interdisciplinary course with an en- 
rollment of 15 students. It was held in 
the barrio, at the Chicano Cultural 
Center, 730 S Street. At first, it was 
di‘‘icult to introduce the project to the 
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community, and racial problems oc- 
curred between blacks and chicanos 
In 1974, Oak Park and De! Paso 
representatives asked Montoya to ex- 
tend the program to their areas 
Currently the project operates at Nor- 
thgate Hacienda, Oak Park and two 
centers in the Washington area 
besides the Chicano Cultural Center 
We go anywhere in the com- 
munity where people are receptive 
Montoya said He emphasized the im- 
portance of making the project acces- 
sible to participants in their own area 


Students from Sacramento high 
schools such as Norte De! Rio and 
Sacramento High come to the 
Chicano Cultural Center Wednesday 


nights to meet with Montoya’s 
Students) They are taught fun- 
damental basics to interest them in 


art, sucn as color theory, line and tex 
ture “to show them that you don't 
necessarily have to have talent.’ Mon- 
toya said 


The high school students may earn 
five units of high school credit for 50 
hours of participation per semester 
Montoya has found that many who 
attend are high school drop - outs 

Many who had dropped out found 
they couid get credit and finish high 
school, he wag i Zane you could 
call them ‘drop - 


Many CSUS students find the ex- 
perience satisfying, according to 
Montoya, who reviews the students’ 
‘concept papers’ written at the end of 
each semester. “The relationships es- 
tablished with families in the com- 
munity are most gratifying,” he said, 
adding that the culture contact is a 
very positive experience for both the 
CSUS students and project par- 
ticipants 

‘The model the students have 
presented to the community has been 
very effective,” Montoya said. “A lotof 


kids who never had any notion of 
coming close to college have seen the 
whole experience in a different light 
Some of the 13 - year - olds who par 
ticipated in the early Barrio Art pro 
jects he now encounters as college 
students, he added 


Besides the high schoo! students 
the Barrio Art class meets with senior 
citizens and young children on T 
Gay and Thursday evenings 
best part of the senior citizen com 
ponent is what we learn from 
Montoya said 
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Paper, paints. crayons and other 
basic supplies for the project are pur 
chased with Barrio Art's budgeted 
funds from ASI Also purchased are 
materials for special projects, such as 
tie dye and silkscreen In addition 
project funds are used for field trips to 
the ocean or the snow “Some of 
these kids have never seen the ocean 
before,” Montoya said 


F unding for Barrio Art through ASI 
has become a controversial topic 
with some senators feeling that 
money should come from state or 


federa! sources. ASI plans tofund the 
project with $1300 this semester. to 
supplement Instructionally Related 


Activities’ $1200 The original Barrio 
Art budget submitted to ASI last spr 
ing totaled $3700 


Montoya said he will have to ‘re 
evaluate the whole program light 
of the budget cut 


Upon their first application to ASI 
for funds in 1972, Barrio Art received 
$800. The proposal went to AS! at the 
suggestion of AS! senators then tak 
ing t's course and was funded on the 
basis of being a student activity, ac 
cording to Montoya “Theclimate has 
changed too much since then,” he 
added, considering the ASI change ot 
attitude toward funding

Campus parking relief sought

CSUS students can look forward 
to some slight parking relief within 
the next two weeks, according to Jim 
Leese, Parking Administrator 

Last semester, parking lot 4A, in 
between the Children’s Center and 
the temporary buildings, was ex- 
panded in order to accomodate more 
cars. At that time, however, it hadn't 
been designated which part of the fot 
was for green decaled cars and which 
was for black. Students took it for 
granted that this was to be a black 
decal tot. 

Two weeks ago when students 
returned for fall classes, they were 
surprised to find that about 100 
spaces of this lot had been marked for 
cars displaying green decals only. 
This caused great confusion, near 
hysteria with some students, and 
receipt of numerous complaints to 
the Hornet, the ASI and the University 
Police. Consequently, Leese began a 
Study on this particular lot. He found 
that these 100 “green decals only” 
spaces remained empty throughout 
the day (except for those with black 
decats or no decals daring enough to 
risk a ticket). Leese said he will re- 
quest a work order to have the tot 
turned back into a black decal lot next 
week. 

Leese wouid like to warn students 
who have been parking along the 


curbs bordering this same lot and the 
lot behind the Little Theatre that these 
curbs will soon be painted red, and 
Students parking there will be 
ticketed 

Night students hunting for parking 
places will be pieased to know that 
after 5 p.m., they may park in green 
decai lots if they have a valid black 
sticker.
